The Committee on the Judiciary, to which was referred the bill 
(S. 2160) to authorize the Attorney General to admit persons com- 
mitted by State courts to Federal penal and correctional institutions 
when facilities are available, having considered the same, reports 
favorably thereon without amendment and recommends that the 
bill do pass. 

PURPOSE 


The purpose of the proposed legislation is to authorize the Attorney 
General to contract with State and Territorial officials for the custo- 
dy, care subsistence, education, treatment, and training of persons con- 
victed of criminal offenses in the courts of such States or Territories. 


STATEMENT

his bill was introduced at the request of the Attorney General of 
the United States. In a letter which the Deputy Attorney General 
addressed to the chairman of the Judiciary Committee it is stated: 
Frequently, State officials request the Bureau of Prisons to undertake the 
custody, treatment, and training of State prisoners where specialized types of 
institutions and training programs are indicated but not available to the States. 
These requests usually relate to juveniles, concerning whom many of the States 
are without satisfactory institutions and training programs. 
The sponsor of the bill has added a proviso in subsection (a) of the 
proposed draft submitted by the Department of Justice, as follows: 
Provided, That any such contract shall provide for reimbursing the United 
States in full for all costs or other expenses involved. 
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With this added language the committee believes the bill to be 
meritorious and recommends its enactment. 

Set forth below is the above referred to letter from the Attorney 
General:

My Dear Senator: The Department of Justice recommends the enactment of 
legislation to authorize the Attorney General, when facilities are available, to 
contract with State and Territorial officials for the custody, care, subsistence, 
education, treatment, and training of persons convicted of criminal offenses in the 
courts of such States or Territories. 

Section 4002 of title 18, United States Code, authorizes contracts with the 
proper authorities of States, Territories, or political subdivisions thereof, for the 
imprisonment, subsistence, care, and proper employment of Federal prisoners. 
Pursuant to the authority of that section, there are approximately 3,000 Federal 
prisoners serving short sentences or awaiting trial in State, county, and city 
institutions. 

Frequently, State officials request the Bureau of Prisons to undertake the 
custody, treatment, and training of State prisoners where specialized types of 
institutions and training programs are indicated but not available to the States. 
These requests usually relate to juveniles, concerning whom many of the States 
are without satisfactory institutions and training programs. 

There is no apparent reason why the Federal facilities and personnel, if available, 
should not be made available for State offenders, provided, of course, that the 
Federal Government is reimbursed for any expenses involved. 

A draft bill which would effectuate this recommendation is annexed for your 
consideration. 

The Director of the Bureau of the Budget has advised that there is no objection 
to the submission of this recommendation.
